Kids' wishes come true 

'Hope' program gives sick children a holiday

Joseph Israel, a 9-year-old 
with all the energy of a locomo- 
tive, could hardly sit still on 
Wednesday in what normally 
serves as a cafeteria at the John 
J. Pershing Intermediate School 
in Borough Park. 

From a booth where volunteers 
strung beads for bracelets, to another 
where faces were being painted, Is- 
rael and about 100 other children be- 
tween the ages of 3 and 18 were full 
of pent-up energy — and their fami- 
lies were loving it. 

‘Tt was great,” said Beverly Israel, 


Joseph’s mother. “The kids loved it. 
The music, the dancing, everything.” 

The May 12 soiree was thrown 
especially for children being treated 
for life-threatening or debilitating 
chronic illnesses at Maimonides 
Medical Center, which is on 10th 
Avenue at 48th Street, a block away 
from the school. 

Organized by the Kids Wish Net- 
work, a Florida-based charity created 
specifically to cheer up kids like 
Joseph, the “Hobday of Hope” party 
had children forgetting their illnesses 
for at least one evening. 

According to Lenia Maropakis, 
director of the Child Life Program in 
the hospital’s pediatrics wing, many 


of the kids are being treated for can- 
cer, leukemia, diabetes and hyperten- 
sion, which at a young age can be 
deadly. 

Joseph is asthmatic and has multi- 
ple abergies, so much so that he’s 
had to forgo all food. Instead, he 
drinks an amino-acid formula, a 
powder mixed with water. First diag- 
nosed as an infant, he has been hos- 
pitalized more than 25 times. Be- 
cause he is home schooled, as a 
precaution against allergies, Joseph 
doesn’t have many opportunities to 
stray far from home or the hospital. 

“Maimonides is Joseph’s second 
home,” said Beverly Israel. “The 
cafeteria workers, the nurses and 


doctors, they ab consider Joseph part 
of theh family. And Joseph considers 
them part of his. This was just a 
great time for him.” 

Founded in 1998, the Kids Wish 
Network touched down on Brooklyn 
this week for the first time since or- 
ganizing its first “Hobday of Hope” 
event two years ago, as a way of let- 
ting terminahy ih children, who might 
not make it to the next big hobday or 
celebration, enjoy a day of festivity. 
While similar parties have been held 
in Texas, Florida and Ohio, the bash 
with Maimonides was special be- 
cause the charity was co-founded by 
Shebey Breiner, a Brooklynite who

Water taxi floats to Ridge?

A week after scaling back ferry 
service at its Brooklyn Army 
Terminal dock in Sunset Park, 
officials with New York Water 
Taxi say they are discussing pre- 
liminary plans with state Sen. 
Marty Golden to add an addition- 
al stop at the 69th Street Pier in 
nearby Bay Ridge. 

News of the new stop, which would 


restore ferry service between Manhat- 
tan and Bay Ridge for the first time 
since 1997, comes amid reduced serv- 
ice at the Army terminal pier on 58th 
Street. Riders at that terminal say that 
since May 3, when service was cut in 
half, the commute to Lower Manhattan 
has been steeped in inconveniences. 

John Quagbone, a spokesman for 
Golden, said that the state senator met 
with NY Water Taxi officials last 
week, primarily to talk about the 
service cutbacks. In those discus- 
sions, however, Golden floated plans 


for the additional location. 

To accomodate new service in Jer- 
sey City, N.J., where Goldman Sachs 
opened new offices, NY Water Taxi 
turned over its 58th Street Pier serv- 
ice to T.W.F.M Ferry, a Queens-based 
company. Besides scaling back to one 
ferry, from two, the service now oper- 
ates at 40-minute intervals, up from 
20 minutes when the service began 
on April 30, 2003. 

“These people who took over the 
operations are wonderful,” said

Witnesses' four towers 
will double population

The DUMBO neighbor- 
hood, known for artist stu- 
dios, stunning Manhattan 
views and relatively unclut- 
tered streets, may soon 
more than double its resi- 
dential population. 

The Watchtower Bible and 
Tract Society, commonly known 
as the Jehovah’s Witnesses reti- 
gious order, is expected within 
the next two weeks to submit to 
the city its plan to build four 
soaring apartment buildings on 
an immense plot of land bound- 
ed by Jay, Front, York and 
Bridge streets. 

The DUMBO Neighborhood 
Association estimates that the 
area currently is home to about 


1,500 residents. The Watchtow- 
er buildings would house about 
2,000 more. 

The religious organization, 
whose world headquarters al- 


ready bes at the neighborhood’s 
perimeter, owns the three acre 

“This huge piece of land is 
going to be a fortress to the rest 
of the neighborhood,” said 
Christy Newberg, who moved 
into the new 32-unit luxury con- 
dominium at 79 Bridge St., 
across the street from the pro- 
posed development, last August. 

“It’s not going to provide 


anything that the neighborhood 
needs,” she said, adding that she 
is also concerned about the in- 
creased traffic the development 
wib bring. 

The Department of 
City Planning has been 
working with the 
Watchtower Society 
for the past year and a 
half to develop an ap- 
propriate design for the budd- 
ings half a block from the Man- 
hattan Bridge overpass. 

Once certified, the clock 
would start on the city’s rigor- 
ous land use review process, 
with public hearings before 
Community Board 2, Borough 
President Marty Markowitz, the 
City Planning Commission and 
the City Council.

Ikea divides

Jobs and traffic 
are focus of first 
public hearing

There were few surprises Thursday when 
Community Board 6 hosted the first official pub- 
lic hearing in the city’s review of a plan to open 
an Ikea store on the Red Hook waterfront. 

The hundreds who packed into the PAL Miccio 
Center on West Ninth Street for the Landmarks and 
Land Use committee hearing were evenly spbt be- 
tween residents who fear an influx of traffic will 
overwhelm the neighborhood’s narrow streets and 
those who bebeve the 346,000 square foot big box 
store wib bring hundreds of jobs to a neighborhood 
that suffers soaring unemployment rates. 

“It’s about time that Red Hook saw this kind of 


investments,” said Dorothy Shields, president of 
the Red Hook Houses East Tenants Association. 
Like many other residents of the pubbc housing de- 
velopment, Shields sported a yebow Ikea T-shirt. 

The T-shirts and bottles of water bearing “Red 
Hook [symbol of a heart] Ikea” stickers were be- 
ing passed out at the door. 

And earher this week Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg broke his silence on the plan. 

Asked by The Brooklyn Papers whether he 
supports the Ikea plan, Bloomberg gave it his tac- 
it endorsement. “Some people like the Ikea store 
in Brooklyn, some people don’t. But it wib bring 
much needed jobs to that area,” the mayor an- 
swered during a press conference at a new em- 
ployment center in Downtown Brooklyn. 

“A lot of people like the idea that they will be 
able to shop there, a lot of people like the idea 
that they will be able to get jobs there,” he added. 

Asked whether a box store was the best use for 
Brooklyn’s waterfront, Bloomberg said, “There’s

Celebrating Brooklyn bubbly 

Historical Society's exhibit remembers boro's brewery past

Raise a glass to Brooklyn, once 
home to more than 100 breweries, 
former producer of more beer than 
Milwaukee, the borough where 
Prohibition was greeted with a 
wink ... and an ice-cold draft. 

Make a toast to William Johnson, 
who opened Brooklyn’s first brewery 
back in 1822. Lift a mug for John F. 
Trommer, a 19th-century German immi- 
grant renowned for his all-malt Brook- 
lyn brew. 

Strange as it seems, Brooklyn — 


famed for its churches, cemeteries and 
the Cyclone roller-coaster — was once 
America’s brewing capital. 

Business finally went flat in the 
1950s, but the legacy remains. 

“Brewing was one of the most impor- 
tant industries in borough history,” said 
Jessie McClintock Kelly, president of 
the Brooklyn Historical Society, at the 
unveiling of a new exhibit on the bor- 
ough and its beer. 

“100 Bottles of Beer on the Wall” of- 
fers a “case study” of the borough’s long 
history in the suds business. 

The exhibit opened Friday and mns 
through Oct. 15 in the society’s building 


at the comer of Pierrepont and Clinton 
streets in Brooklyn Heights. Each Friday 
night through August, the society will 
open an old-fashioned beer garden, with 
brews from Steve Hindy’s Brooklyn 
Brewery. 

Long before the market was dominat- 
ed by brewing giants like Anheuser- 
Busch and Miller, breweries in Brook- 
lyn were cranking out their own 
neighborhood brews. 

In the 19th century, one section of the 
borough was known simply as “Brew- 
ers’ Row” — a 12-block stretch that was 
home to 58 breweries, in what is now 
parts of Bushwick and Williamsburg. 


Many of the breakthroughs in brewing 
taken for granted today were conjured 
up right here. 

• The Piels brothers were the first to 
introduce dark-colored bottles, which 
kept the beer from spoiling in sunlight. 

• The Rheingold brewery pioneered 
refrigeration technology. 

• The Consumers Park brewery was 
the nation’s first all-electric brewery. As 
a bonus, it also provided electricity to 
the neighboring homes. 

And then there was Dr. Joseph 
Owades, a Brooklynite who in 1967 de- 
veloped the first tight beer. He was a ter-

Armed 
rob spree 
in Slope

Police are searching for a pair of armed bandits who 
went on a crime spree in Park Slope last weekend 
mugging seven people. 

The two began their spree, say police, by robbing a woman 
who was on her way home just after 10 pm on Friday, May 7. 
The victim, 41, had just neared her building on Prospect Place 
near Sixth Avenue when the attackers appeared and pushed 
her against the door. One hoodlum pulled out a gun and 
pointed it at her head while the other helped himself to her 
purse. The attackers fled with $100, a bank ATM card, cell 
phone and her driver’s license, police said. 

Hours later, a pair of gun-wielding thugs approached a man 
heading home along Union Street. That attack took place at 1 
am on May 8. 

“Back up against the fence or we’ll blow you away,” one 
of the muggers warned as he pressed his gun against die vic- 
tim’s stomach. After taking his wallet, the pair instructed the 
victim to walk towards Sixth Avenue while they fled towards 
Fifth Avenue with his $80. 

Later that Saturday, at 9:20 pm, two armed bandits mugged 
four people walking along a well-trafficked strip of Lincoln 
Place. 

First, two men heading toward Seventh Avenue were stopped 
by an attacker who pulled out a black handgun, police said. 

I don’t want to hurt anyone,” said another man, who had 
been hiding across the street. 

The bandits ordered the victims to stand against a car while 
they searched them for valuables. 

Just then a man and a woman walked by and saw the rob- 
bery taking place. The armed thugs ordered the two — a 22- 
year-old neighborhood resident and her friend visiting from 
Connecticut — against the same car and demanded their 
money as well. The attackers then ordered the victims to look 
away as they fled towards Seventh Avenue, say police. 

The stolen items included $300, three watches, 10 credit 
cards, two cell phones, three ATM cards, two driver’s licenses 
and one MetroCard. 

The bandits took a break for a few hours before striking 
again on Union Street, stopping a woman walking near Sixth 
Avenue at 1 am on May 9.

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Guilty plea tossed in ice 
cream shop terror case

A Yemen-born man who once 
owned a Park Slope ice cream shop 
linked by prosecutors to terrorism 
funding left a federal courtroom 
smiling and praising America on 
Tuesday after a judge agreed to 
throw out his guilty plea to illegally 
transferring money overseas. 

Judge Charles Sifton said Abad Elfgeeh 
did not understand the consequences of 
his October admission that he transferred 
tens of thousands of dollars to bank ac- 
counts in Yemen, Switzerland, Thailand 
and China. 

“Nobody, but most importantly not Mr. 
Elfgeeh, was clearly advised [about] ... his 
rights to a jury trial with the prospect of 
facing the sentences that he now faces,” 
Sifton said. 

Elfgeeh faced more than 10 years in 
prison because of the plea. 

Prosecutors said they would try to 
strike a deal for a second plea but were 
ready to put Elfgeeh on trial. Elfgeeh said 
he would not accept any proposal that in- 


cluded jail time. 

“I didn’t do anything wrong,” Elfgeeh 
said as he left court shaking hands with 
relatives and other supporters. “America is 
still ... the best country in the world.” 

The charges against Elfgeeh, 49, stem 
from the relatively straightforward accusa- 
tion that he transferred money without the 
necessary state license. 

But prosecutors say that money passed 
in startling amounts — $20 million — 
through the bank accounts of Elfgeeh’s 
Carnival French Ice Cream shop on Fifth 
Avenue between 10th and 11th streets be- 
tween 1997 and early 2003. 

Their filings in the case seek to portray 
Elfgeeh as a link in a system that moved 
millions of dollars to Osama bin Laden, 
al-Qaeda and Hamas. 

The current owner of a shop there has 
no connection to Elfgeeh. 

In a letter requesting the relatively se- 
vere 10-year sentence for Elfgeeh, prose- 
cutors say he told a confidential informant 
that he had sent money to Yemeni cleric 
Sheikh Mohammed Ali Hassan al- 
Moayad, who has pleaded innocent to 
charges that he funneled $20 million to 


terrorist groups. 

According to prosecutors, al-Moayad, a 
leading member of Yemen’s Islamist Re- 
form party, told an FBI informant in Ger- 
many that he had supplied bin Laden with 
money, recruits and weapons. 

Al-Moayad was extradited to Brooklyn, 
where he is being held without bail. 

Phone records show al-Moayad had 
called Elfgeeh’s ice cream shop and kept 
its number in his phone book, prosecutors 

In November, before his extradition 
from Germany, al-Moayad told an FBI 
agent that Elfgeeh had helped him raise 
money in the United States, they said. 

Elfgeeh’s attorney said the allegations 
were undermined by the government’s 
failure to bring terrorism-related charges 
against his client. 

“The only thing they have credible ev- 
idence for is the fact that he was operat- 
ing a legal business that they say he 
needed a license for,” attorney Frank 
Hancock said. 

Elfgeeh, a naturalized U.S. citizen who 
is expecting his eighth child, remains un- 
der house arrest at his home in Park Slope.

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Meter was too 
close to pump

Call it the Demon Meter 
of 12th Street. 

Until Tuesday morning, a 
parking meter on 12th Street 
in Park Slope was so close to a 
fire hydrant that parking there 
meant risking a $115 ticket.

When I 
came back I had a ticket.” 

Restaino, who is retired, 
called the Daily News in frus- 
tration after spending three 
hours in parking court Monday. 

Tuesday was an entirely dif- 
ferent day for Restaino. He 
was autographing copies of his 
picture in the paper for neigh- 
borhood residents and fielding 
calls from the BBC, the 
British broadcasting network. 

“I never actually in my 
wildest dreams figured it 
would go this far,” he said. 

On Wednesday, Police 
Commissioner Raymond Kel- 
ly ordered traffic agents to 
stop ticketing cars parked at 
parking meters placed too 
close to fire hydrants.

Residents in Brownstone 
Brooklyn rarely greet a new 
chain drugstore with open 
arms. 

But this week it was all 
smiles as elected officials, com- 
munity leaders and neighbors 
snipped a ceremonial ribbon 
outside a new, 9,700-square- 
foot Eckerd store on Smith 
Street in Carroll Gardens. 

The warm welcome was 

When neighbors first got 
wind of the drugstore’s plans to 
open a stucco, suburban-style 
Genovese at the comer of 
Smith and President streets five 
years ago, they banded togeth- 
er and threatened a lawsuit. 

The Genovese chain was 
bought out by Eckerd in 1998 
after Genovese had begun 
planning for the store at the 
comer of President Street. 
Eckerd is a subsidiary of JC 

In addition to aesthetic 
complaints, residents objected 
to a potentially dangerous de- 
livery alley running behind the 
store off President Street right 
across the street from Carroll 
Park. 

It may have taken half a 
decade, but Eckerd finally 
swung open its doors with a 
modified design including 
full-length windows, a design 
feature for which the neigh- 
borhood had been pushing. 

“There was a national chain 
that really listened to the com- 
munity. They didn’t have to, 
but they did,” said Bette 
Stoltz, executive director of 
the South Brooklyn Local De- 
velopment Corp., which 
helped spearhead the effort for 
a modified plan. 

“Even the lights they put up 
were just what we asked for,” 
said Stoltz, referring to the 
gooseneck copper exterior 
light fixtures. 

Ernest Migliaccio, a resi- 
dent on Union Street whose 
backyard abuts the lot, was 
among the first to raise a stink 
when the drugstore presented 
its plans. 

When Migliaccio saw the 
original design, which he said 
“looked like a factory,” with 
horizontal windows above eye 
level, he reached out to other

neighbors. Three local archi- 
tects helped draft alternative 

“Our primary concern was 
that the building fit into this 
neighborhood,” Migliaccio said. 

But community opposition 
wasn’t the only hurdle for 
Eckerd. 

Once plans got the OK 
from neighbors, the Metropol- 
itan Transportation Authority 
put a halt to them. 

The store was being built 
above the F subway line and 
digging a foundation would 


developer, the late Robert Ull, 
who died last year, went back 
to the drawing board and 
came up with a new plan to 
set the building back 18 feet 
from Smith Street. 

Eckerd agreed to a number 
of the modifications but then 
backed out of the plan entire- 
ly. 

“In 2002, the landlord indi- 
cated he couldn’t get building 
permits in a timely fashion so 
we said thanks but no thanks,” 


Eckerd spokeswoman Tami 
Alderman said this week, re- 
calling the struggle to get the 
drugstore built. 

But a year later, the compa- 
ny checked back with Ull, 
who had been left with a giant 
hole in the ground. He told 
them the property was still 
available, and he would be 
able to get the necessary per- 

So it comes as 
that this week, 

Richard Ull, who took over 
the project, was crying, “Hal- 
lelujah.” 

“At the end of the day 
everybody came to a consen- 
sus,” Ull said when asked 
about the five-year process. 

The final version is a cus- 
tom-made chain store — a 
two-story brick building with 
a storefront facade divided 
into spare bays with windows 
as if they were individual 
storefronts. 

The second floor includes 
five luxury apartments, which 
will go up for rent in July. 

While Stoltz said this week 
that not everybody was happy 
with having a large chain 
store on the comer, she hoped 
the collaboration could serve 
as an example to other neigh- 
borhoods facing similar bat- 
tles. 

Asked what he thought 
about his new view, Migliac- 
cio, who has lived in his 
Union Street brownstone for 
the past 20 years, said, “I 
liked it without having a 20- 
foot wall but considering the 
alternative I’ll settle for it.”

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Marty serving leaner 
'Lighten Up' for 2004

Like a stalk of asparagus 
following filet mignon, a 
scaled back version of the 
borough’s mightily success- 
ful weight-loss campaign of 
the past two years is being 
served up this weekend, just 
as Brooklynites are recover- 
ing from the first borough- 
wide restaurant week. 

With “Dine-In Brooklyn” 
now just another guilty notch 
in the belt, Borough President 
Marty Markowitz this week 
announced the third annual 
“Lighten Up Brooklyn.” 

But for those with a fear of 
exercise, a silver lining exists 
— the campaign is leaner this 
time around. Citing the eco- 
nomics of sustaining a two- 
month mass workout, Mark- 
owitz said that this year his 
appeal for fitness would carry 
on through just five events 
over one weekend. 

Think of it as a two-day, 
sweat-drenched sprint, but 
with the borough president by 
your side. 

“We decided to modify it 
and get the biggest bang over 
two days,” said Markowitz, an 
outspoken advocate of both 
keeping the borough’s resi- 
dents healthy and well fed. “If 
we can encourage 1,000 peo- 
ple to exercise, then it’s all rel- 

That shouldn’t be a prob- 
lem. In 2002, the campaign’s 
inaugural year, some 6,000 
Brooklynites were lauded for 
dropping a combined 41 tons 
over eight weeks. The biggest 
weight losers, from Canarsie, 
Crown Heights and East New 
York, were rewarded with 
trips to the Bahamas. The 
widespread interest led to me- 
dia attention worldwide. 

“Marty is proud that the 
‘Lighten Up Brooklyn’ cam- 
paign has spread across the 
country and that exercise and 
fitness are becoming synony- 
mous with Brooklyn,” said 
Michael Kadish, a spokesman 
for the borough president, 
who will join fellow fitness 
fanatics on Saturday, May 15 
and Sunday, May 16. 

This year, however, partici- 
pants will be spared the scruti- 
ny of the scale, thanks in part 
to a decree last year by the 
city Department of Health, 
which now cautions against 
over-emphasizing weight loss. 

The workouts start Satur- 
day with a quartet of activities 
at the Brownsville Recreation 
Center, at 1555 Linden Boule- 
vard at Mother Gaston Boule- 
vard. Beginning with an aero- 
bics warm-up at 10 am, 
instructors will lead would-be 
health nuts through Carib- 
bean-themed line dancing, 
basketball and tae kwon do. 

The celebration continues 
at the Red Hook Park and 
Recreation Center, at 155 Bay 
St., between Henry and Lor- 
raine streets. Junior gymnas- 
tics, boot camp fitness, jump- 
ing rope and total body 
conditioning will all be of- 
fered beginning at 1 pm. Try 
not to think about the cheese 
pierogie drizzled in cherry 
sauce at nearby Hope & An- 
chor on Van Brunt Street.

“He named it Gablinger’s, 
which doesn’t exactly roll off 
the tongue,” said Hindy, cur- 
rent keeper of the Brooklyn 
brewing flame.

Hindy offered an explana- 
tion for the lack of respect ac- 
corded to Brooklyn’s brew- 

“They called Schlitz the beer 
that made Milwaukee famous,” 
he said. “New York was al- 
ready famous. It doesn’t need a 
beer to make it famous.”

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Author-entrepreneur Lisa Price 
shares tales of hurt and healing

S ince the store opened in 1999, Brook- 
lynites — and an ever-growing number 
of celebrities — have flocked to the 
Carol’s Daughter boutique in Fort Greene 
for its all-natural, hand crafted body-care 
products. 

Now, with the release of her courageous, 
tell-all memoir, “Success Never Smelled So 
Sweet: How I Followed My Nose and Found 
My Passion,” Price 
is offering her fans 
something even 
more fulfilling — a 
recipe for some 
peace of mind. 

In the book, Price 
tells of the heart- 
breaking obstacles 
— some she put up 
and others she en- 
countered — which 
she has had to sur- 
mount in order to turn an in-home hobby into 
a multi- milli on dollar business. 

She recalls growing up in Bedford- 
Stuyvesant in the 1960s inside the warm, 
loving cocoon of her extended Trinidadian 
family; her joining a cult where she was mar- 
ried in a group ceremony with many other 
couples; her subsequent divorce; and leaving 
a life of austerity to become a vocalist in the 
music group Fedora, where she ran in the 
same nightclub circles as Prince and Eddie 
Murphy before being betrayed by the band’s 
manager. 

But still, she persevered. 

“I’ve long-stopped feeling angry,” she told 


GO Brooklyn of the incident with the manager 
of the all-girl band. “I let go of the negativity 
and I wouldn’t have met my husband [Gordon 
Price] if I didn’t go through that experience.” 
For someone so successful, Price’s book, 
surprisingly, often focuses on the slumps in 
her life — obesity, abortion, bankruptcy, mis- 
carriage and the death of her mother (her 
company’s namesake, Carol Frances Hutson) 
on Valentine’s Day 2003 — rather than her 
triumphs. 

“I feel like I made myself less vulnerable 
because I didn’t hide 
anything. I told it. 
and I told it the way I 
wanted to tell it. So 
many different events 
contribute to the per- 
son that I am now,” 
she said. “I’m hop- 
ing other people that 
go through traumatic 
experiences or can’t 

event will say, ‘If she 
can get over that, then I can get over this 
thing that happened to me.’” 

Price, 42, modeled “Success,” in part, on 
the combination of the magical and the prac- 
tical she enjoyed in Laura Esquivel’s recipe- 
structured novel “Like Water for Chocolate.” 
For each heart- wrenching revelation, she in- 
cludes a recipe for the soul; she reveals how 
to make her nurturing lotions at home and 
even suggests mystical healing rituals. 

In many ways her story is like a chat with 
a close girlfriend, who literally tells you 
everything, and you’re grateful to read it be- 
cause it seems that no one ever talks about 
these important social issues.

Price, who co-wrote the book with author 
Hilary Beard, said she elaborated on the pas- 
sages she wrote about her abortion at the urg- 
ing of her editor. 

“So many people have been in that situa- 
tion with a friend or they go through it them- 
selves,” said Price. “The editor wanted me to 
be honest and describe it — and the miscar- 
riage — in more detail and it was difficult.” 

“I didn’t ever want to say [abortion] 
should be illegal, but there were so many 
people in that clinic that shouldn’t have been 
there. One was having her fourth abortion!” 
recalled Price. “I knew I would never be 
there again. There’s a part of anti-abortion 
activism that you understand — this is a lit- 
tle out of control. You don’t want to say take 
choice away, but at the same time, OK, 
come on, wake up. Don’t do this to your 
body. I was much more careful after that, 
and I never wanted to be in that situation 
again.”

But while her famous clientele don’t hurt 
sales, Price, now the mother of two sons — 
Ennis, 6, and Forrest, 8 — revealed that her 
financial boon was in part due to overcoming 
her own fears and insecurities. 

“I’ve met people that never get past ‘it.’ 
But you have to forgive yourself,” she said. 
“I met someone a couple of weeks ago who 
left her job and looked at it as a failure be- 
cause she quit. I told her, ‘You hated that job 
and it made you feel sick, so why would 
quitting be bad?’ Even if there was weakness 
involved, and you could have stuck it out, 
you have to let it go and forgive yourself. 
You were weak once. Forgive yourself and 
you’ll succeed again and be stronger.”

The potatoes 
are molded into a 
plump, slightly 
warmed timbale 
then iced with a 
thick layer of goat cheese. It’s creamy 
and tangy, and would be pleasantly 
subdued if it wasn’t paired with salty, 
pitted Nicoise olives and a salad of in- 
teresting lettuce and herbs that give the 
little cake a welcome jolt. Parsley, in 
the salad mix, lends the side a refresh- 
ing note. 

A competently made, but not excit- 
ing, fish soup was helped with a dip of 
a crisp crouton smeared with saffron- 
flavored rouille (a paste made of

chiles, garlic, bread crumbs and olive 
oil) into the broth. 

The mussels make a delectable 
shared appetizer or entree. The mol- 
lusks are as tiny as your thumbnail, im- 
peccably fresh and sweet. Their briny 
broth is gently laced with garlic, a 
touch of cream and a whisper of anise- 
like Pernod. If you run out of the de- 
lectable, thin, salty frites that sit beside 
the mussels in a pert little cone, you 
can sop up every drop of that broth 
with a slice of the chewy French bread. 

A dish that made the mussels seem 
like delicate eating is the unctuous 
duck confit. Confit is meat that has 
been cooked and stored in its own fat. 
The rich meat of the duck’s leg is con- 
centrated to the buttery density of pate, 
with the mineral tang of a just-off-the- 
broiler, rare sirloin steak. Slightly bitter 
greens tossed in a lemony dressing go 
a long way to cutting the richness of 
the meat. A side of mashed potatoes 


was buttery to the extreme, pushed the 
limit on decadence, and was as enjoy- 
able a side dish as anyone could desire. 

There’s an unusual item on the 
dessert roundup that may be the ulti- 
mate spring dessert. Elorriaga brushes 
pink grapefruit sections in light 
caramel syrup. The syrup hardens to a 
brittle coating around the fruit that 
cracks between your teeth. The con- 
trast of the sweet, sugar glaze and the 
sharpness of the fruit is exhilarating. 
He serves the sections with a drizzle of 
the syrup and a scoop of intensely fla- 
vored, house-made grapefruit sorbet. 
Warm chocolate cake is a shopworn 
staple, but this version is bittersweet 
and paired with coffee ice cream so 
strong that you can forgo an end-of- 
meal espresso. 

In French. Belleville means “beauti- 
ful town.” Our “beautiful town” is that 
much better with the addition of 
Belleville.

Sure you can get seafood on Smith Street. But what 
about caviar? At Aqua, a seafood restaurant that 
opened in April, Smith Street denizens can have theirs 
— in this case tobiko caviar — four ways: with gin- 
ger, with wasabi, infused with tea and herbs, or given 
a bite with hot pepper. 

The lady of the house, chef Belinda Ber (formerly 
of Bice in Manhattan), describes the mostly fish menu 
as “Mediterranean with a multi-national bent.” 

To that end, there’s a Corsican-style bouillabaisse 
made with shellfish — not the usual fish and shellfish 
melange — that Ber says, “is more assertive than the 
usual French bouillabaisse.” 

Translation: A lot more garlic. 

Coconut pot de creme, hazelnut biscotti with rasp- 
berry espresso sauce, and white chocolate mousse are 
among the luscious desserts. 

OK, so Aqua’s patrons have a view of Smith Street, 
not waves crashing against the shore, and whatever 
breezes blow in come from the kitchen. It’s as close 
as you’ll come to seaside dining until you hit the 
shore this summer.

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Sleeper hit 

Narrows Community 
Theaters 6 Pajama Game 9 
is a timeless winner

I n 1954, the musical “Pajama 
Game” asked whether a represen- 
tative of the union grievance com- 
mittee and the factory superintendent 
can find love and happiness while 
workers get a seven-and-a-half-cent 
hourly raise. And for the past half- 
century, audiences across the nation 
have been responding with a resound- 
ing, “Yes.” 

Now Brooklynites will have a 
chance to judge for themselves with 
the Narrows Community Theater pro- 
duction, on stage in Bay Ridge until 
May 16. 

Fueled by George Abbot and 
Richard Bissell’s energetic book, 
Richard Adler and Jerry Ross’ memo- 
rable score and Bob Fosse’s incompa- 
rable choreography (he made his 
Broadway debut with the show), “Pa- 
jama Game” made the St. James The- 
atre rock for 1,063 performances. With 
the capable direction of Jay Michaels, 
choreography by Dawn Barry Hansen 
and the musical direction of Kevin 
Wallace, the old warhorse is sure to do 
it again at the Fort Hamilton High 
School auditorium. 


Narrows Community Theater's 
production of "Pajama Game" plays 
through May 1 6, Friday and Saturday 
at 8 pm, ana Sunday at 3 pm, at Fort 
Hamilton High School (85th Street 
and Narrows Avenue in Bay Ridge).

John Hefferman (Sky Masterson in 
“Guys and Dolls” and Cornelius 
Hackle in “Hello Dolly”) plays Sid, 
the superintendent of the Sleep-Tite 
pajama factory, opposite Eileen Mon- 
ahan’s Babe, the union maid. It’s this 
couple’s on-again, off-again romance 
that is the central plot of “Pajama 
Game.” Adding humor to the show, 
A1 Whidden plays the jealous 
boyfriend, Hines, and Hansen plays 
Gladys, his long-suffering girlfriend. 

The most difficult part about dis- 
cussing “Pajama Game” is knowing 
where to begin the praise. One hit fol- 
lows the other so quickly the applause 
barely has time to finish when it be- 
gins again. 

Even those unfamiliar with the mu- 
sical will recognize songs like “I’m

Not at All in Love,” “Hey There,” 
“Seven and a Half Cents” and “Her- 
nando’s Hideaway.” And anyone who 
has seen the play will not easily forget 
Mabel (the formidable Ninetta LoPin- 
to) and Hines’ wonderful “what if’ 
number, “I’ll Never Be Jealous 
Again” and its accompanying soft 
shoe. What’s more, after 50 years, 
“Steam Heat” is still steamin’ and 
“Hernando’s Hideaway” is still hot. 

With such wonderful material all 
Michaels really had to do was find 
the talent. And he most certainly has. 
Hefferman and Monahan fight and 
flirt with equal enthusiasm. Their 
voices ring out strong and clear as 


they embrace each song, while Whid- 
den and Hansen provide a hilarious 
and equally tuneful reverse-mirror 
image of Sid and Babe’s fitful ro- 

This production is also notable for 
its supporting roles. Zack Abram- 
owitz struts and swaggers as the phi- 
landering Prez. James V. Gallagher 
fusses and fumes as the defiant boss, 
Mr. Hasler. Natalie Neckyfarow is ex- 
cellent as the indignant but not-so-in- 
nocent Mae. 

If “Pajama Game” is the ultimate 
in entertainment, it also has a more 
serious side, especially in these days 
of globalization when unions some- 


times find themselves fighting just as 
much to keep jobs from being out- 
sourced as they do for higher wages. 

More than a few people in the au- 
dience will undoubtedly leave Fort 
Hamilton High School whistling the 
tune to “Seven and a Half Cents.” 
Hopefully they will also remember 
the words: “Seven and a half cents 
doesn’t buy a heck of a lot. Seven and 
a half cents doesn’t buy too much. 
But give it to me on the hour, every 
hour, 40 hours, that’s enough for me 
to be living like a king.” 

Hats off to the Narrows Communi- 
ty Theater for reviving a musical 
whose time never went away. 


Bad to worse 

Gallery Players' mighty attempt to 
stage Sondheim flop is sad indeed

F or some reason. The Gal- 
lery Players have chosen 
“Merrily We Roll Along,” 
one of Stephen Sondheim’s 
biggest flops, as their final pro- 
duction of the season. The mu- 
sical, with a book by George 
Furth and lyrics and music by 
Sondheim, opened at the Alvin 
Theatre on Nov. 16, 

1981, and closed 12 
days later. 

It doesn’t get 
much worse for a 
Broadway show. 

Despite the 
valiant attempts of 
Gallery Players di- 
rector J. V. Mercan- 
ti and an exception- 
ally talented cast, a 
flop is a flop and need not be 
resurrected. 

“Merrily We Roll Along,” 
the sixth collaboration between 
Sondheim and director-produc- 
er Harold Prince, was based on 
George S. Kaufman and Moss 
Hart’s 1934 similarly-titled 
play about a playwright who 
has risen to fame by giving up 


his ideals, and his two old 
friends — a painter who, un- 
like the playwright, does not 
compromise his principles; and 
an alcoholic writer, supposedly 
patterned after Dorothy Parker 
(who did not appreciate the 
portrayal). There’s also a com- 
poser of musical comedies 
who is reminiscent of George 
Gershwin. 

If the story of someone 


achieving fame and fortune 
only to lose his soul is not par- 
ticularly original, Kaufman and 
Hart attempted to bring a new 
twist to this tired plot by telling 
it in reverse. Audiences don’t 
seem to have been much im- 
pressed with this distinction. 

By the time of “Merrily We 
Roll Along,” Prince had collab- 


orated with Sondheim on five 
musicals: “Company,” “Fol- 
lies,” “A Little Night Music,” 
“Pacific Overtures” and 
“Sweeney Todd.” Prince, who 
was 53, wanted to do a show 
that would appeal to a younger 
audience, and the old 
Hart/Kaufman play seemed to 
fit the bill. Unfortunately, it 
didn’t have much else to offer. 

Although Sondheim later 
said, “We were all responsi- 
ble,” for the failure, the musical 
effectively ended his long col- 
laboration with Prince. 

“Merrily We Roll Along” 
doesn’t work because the char- 
acters don’t become sympa- 
thetic until the second half of 
the play. We see them as avari- 
cious, deceitful and phony. But 
we don’t understand how they 
got that way. When, after inter- 
mission, we learn of composer 
Frank Shepard’s (Michael 
Hunsaker) early idealism and 
the way he struggled for suc- 
cess with his singer-wife, Beth 
(Erin Williams), and his lyricist 
partner, Charley Kringas 
(Nicholas Sattinger), fitting the 
pieces of the puzzle together 
does offer some of the satisfac- 


tion of figuring out a mystery 
— but this is all too little and 
too late. 

A fabulous score might have 
saved the play. But except for 
“Bobby and Jackie and Jack,” 
a biting and hilarious send-up 
of the Kennedy years, and the 
last number, “Our Time,” the 
songs are uninspiring and unin- 

So what does this produc- 


tion offer? For one thing, 
there’s the energy of a crew 
bailing furiously on a sinking 
ship. For another, there’s a 
great deal of real talent on this 

Williams has a rich, lyrical 
soprano voice. Sattinger has a 
comic genius that deserves a 
better platform to establish it- 
self. Anne Gaynor, who plays 
Mary Flynn, the girl Shepard 


should have married, is both 
funny and poignant. 

Mercanti does a good job 
keeping the play rolling along. 
For the most part, the director 
is successful. But Mercanti 
makes a few whopping mis- 
takes. He has placed the piano 
on stage so far away from the 
piano playing backstage that 
it’s disorienting to even the 
most forgiving in the audience, 
and he’s cast Michael Ruby 
and Jerielle Morwitz as Beth’s 
mother and father — even 
though they look more like her 
younger brother and sister! 

The “just right” wardrobe of 
costume designer Melissa Es- 
tro and Claire Hayes is perfect 
down to the thin ties of the 
early ’60s. But this reviewer 
cannot fathom why they 
couldn’t dress the excellent 
Steve Velardi in a suit that fits 
him. True, he’s not a tall man, 
but neither was Mickey 
Rooney. 

Finally, there’s Tim Am- 
rhein’s simple and effective 
set, which consists of blue tile 
walls, and screens and plat- 
forms that are repositioned to 
create a theater, a greenhouse, 
courthouse steps and various 
rooms in various apartments 
and offices. 

According to an old saying, 
the three factors that make for 
success in a retail business are 
“location, location and loca- 
tion.” The lesson of “Merrily 
We Roll Along” might well be 
that when it comes to theater, 
the three most important fac- 
tors — no matter how talented 
the cast and crew — are mate- 
rial, material and material.

Cirque Booms perverse staging of 
6 Tales of Hoffman’ misses the point

T rue to its name, Cirque 
Boom presents a version 
of Jacques Offenbach’s 
opera “Tales of Hoffmann” 
that features many 
of the artists who 
make up family en- 
tertainment — ac- 
robats, puppeteers, 
a stilt-walker, 
juggler and 
clown. But this 
eerie and jarring 
production is cer- 
tainly not for chil- 
dren. 

Directed by Ruth 
Juliet Wikler and 
staged in the cav- 
ernous, columned 
basement tavern of the Water 
Street Restaurant & Lounge in 
DUMBO, the “The Hoffmann 
Circus: A Circus Opera of the 
Tales of Hoffmann” is com- 
posed of three tales of lost love, 
which Hoffmann (David Gor- 
don) tells his drinking buddies. 


The tales are preceded by a 
prologue in which Nicklausse 
(Anna Zastrow), Hoffmann’s 
clown sidekick, arrives and 
nervously awaits him, teasing 
the audience with glimpses of 
her undergarments and silent 


antics. Hoffman, at last, enters, 
ignores Nicklausse and starts 
relating his tales. 

In one tale, he falls in love 
with a woman, Olympia (Jean- 
nie Im), who turns out to be a 
singing doll made by a mad sci- 
entist. In another, the object of 


his desire is Antonia (Amy 
Cheifetz), whose eccentric fa- 
ther forbids the romance. In the 
third, he is seduced by the cour- 
tesan Giulietta (Olivia Lehr- 
man), who ends up stealing his 
reflection. 

In the epilogue, which for 
some reason Cirque Boom 
calls a prologue, Hoffmann, 
weak and weary, sees his life 
fade before him and throws 
himself into the arms of Nick- 
lausse, the forlorn and timid 
clown who has been sexually 
liberated by Giulietta. But no 
one, least of all Hoffman, real- 
ly believes this love will last 
any longer than the others. 

If Cirque Boom had stuck to 
the opera and left out all the sil- 
ly frills, they would have had a 
fine production on their hands. 
Gordon, Cheifetz, Im, Jensen 
and Mark Womack, as the bar- 
tender, all have powerful and 
stirring voices. It was a great 
pleasure listening to them. 
They also have a wonderful 
dramatic sense and an impres- 
sive stage presence.

Unfortunately, too often this 
production abandons the 
singing in favor of bizarre, com- 
ic or merely extraneous actions 
that distract the audience from 
the real purpose of an opera — 
music. And if truth be told, none 
of the circus artists exhibited a 
talent to write home about: the 
stilt-walker actually fell, the aer- 
ial artists were sort of boring, 
the clown wasn’t too funny and 
we’ve all seen better juggling at 
South Street Seaport or a chil- 
dren’s party. 


One gets the feeling that what 
this production really needs is 
someone at the helm. This is a 
collaborative effort with no one 
in charge, no one to limit ex- 
cess and no one to say “no.” 
Wikler, who is also the 
founder and artistic director of 
Cirque Boom, trained at the Cir- 
comedia School of Circus and 
Physical Theatre in Bristol, 
England and at the Instalaccion 
aerial improvisation center in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. These 
are impressive credentials per- 


haps. But what do they have to 
do with opera or Offenbach? 

This is not to say that opera 
and circus cannot be integrated. 
But the circus performances in 
“The Hoffmann Circus” seem 
to have no other purpose than to 
contribute to an atmosphere of 
perversity and doom. One 
would think any production de- 
serves more thought than that. 

In the end, this production is 
indeed a circus, a three-ring cir- 
cus in which no one knows 
where to look first or why.

Keep kids alert with sleep 


Q: My 14-year-old son 
has to get up at 5:30 am to 
catch a 6:10 am bus for high 
school. I can’t convince my 
husband that every minute 
counts at night with this ab- 
surd schedule. — a mother 
A: Sleep researchers back 
up mom 100 percent. Most 
teenagers don’t get enough 

Lost sleep on school nights 
adds up — by the end of the 
week, teenagers have built a 
considerable sleep deficit. 

Most teenagers need about 
nine hours a night, but they’re 
getting about seven and a half 
hours on school nights, says 
Mary A. Carskadon, PhD, 
who directs a sleep research. 

“It’s tough,” says Cars- 
kadon, a professor of psychia- 
try and human behavior at 
Brown University. “By Fri- 
days, they are pretty much 
sleep-deprived.” 

Her research matches what 
parents wrestle with routinely: 
High school bells that ring at 
7:15 am are out of sync with 
the internal wake-sleep clocks 
of teenagers.

Late to bed, early to rise 
makes for a major grouch. 
Running on empty, a drowsy 
teenager zones out and cannot 
learn new information as well. 
Even mild sleepiness reduces 
an adolescent’s performance, 
from taking tests to playing 
sports to driving a car. 

Playing catch-up on Satur- 
day morning helps the sleep 
deficit somewhat but throws 
off the next week’s schedule. 

One mother laments how 
her 14-year-old son is barely 
getting seven hours of sleep 
on school nights. 

His first year of high school 
has been “out of whack,” she 
says. Like many teenagers, he 
plays sports, has a lot of 
homework, likes to instant 
message and stays up late to 
read novels. Last year, in mid- 
dle school, he got at least eight 
hours of sleep a night, and the 
loss of an hour a night is tak- 
ing a toll. 

Mom has to keep an “eagle 


eye” on him if he is to catch 
the 5:55 am bus in the dark — 
because sometimes he show- 
ers and sneaks back into bed. 

“It takes three or four times 
to wake him up, he’s never or- 
ganized, his room is a mess, 
his grades are slipping from all 
A’s,” she says. “He’s moody 
and overtired.” 

Sound familiar? Has a lack 
of sleep turned your once 
pleasant child into a prickly, 
walking zombie? 

When a teenager appears 
surly or depressed, a lack of 
sleep is one of the first prob- 
lems to look at. Sleep-depriva- 
tion can also look like atten- 
tion disorders. 

“I can guarantee that 97.5 
percent of teenagers need 
more than seven hours,” 


Carskadon says. 

But some kids are getting 
even less sleep. And as parents 
know, ordering a teenager to 
bed earlier is pointless, she 

An early bedtime goes 
against the biology of the stay- 
up-late, sleep-late adolescent 

“We are trying to under- 
stand the factors that influence 
the sleep cycles of adoles- 
cents,” she says. 

“The biggest change during 
puberty is the time gets later 
and later when it is easier to 
fall asleep and easier to wake 
up.”

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Ratner buyout silences critics

Real estate developer Bruce Ratner is 
closing in on a $32 million deal to buy out 
residents of a nine-story building standing 
at what would be center court of his new 
Nets arena project. 

Residents of the Atlantic Art Building at 636 
Pacific St. are being offered up to double what 
they paid for their posh apartments, but few are 
talking publicly about the deal. 

That’s because they must agree to a gag order 


to get the money, sources said. 

The waiver residents are being asked to sign 
prohibits them from speaking out against the 
arena or attending anti-arena rallies and public 
hearings. 

Residents are also required to take down anti- 
arena signs from the building’s entranceway and 
doorway and are forbidden from donating mon- 
ey to any groups opposing the project. 

Civil liberties attorney Norman Siegel, who is 
representing residents and businesses that would 
be displaced by the $2.5 billion retail, residen- 
tial and commercial development, called the gag 


order “extremely offensive and troubling.” 
While first amendment rules don’t apply to 
private business deals, “lawyers are thinking 
about whether there is anything that can be done 
[about the gag rule],” Siegel said. 

Ratner recently purchased the New Jersey 
Nets for $300 million and is looking to bring 
them to Brooklyn. As part of the plan for the 21- 
acre site — that also includes 4,500 apartments 
— Ratner is asking the state to condemn over 
two square blocks of privately-owned land. 

Barry Baum, a spokesman for Ratner, de- 
clined to comment on the gag order saying, “We 


are not discussing negotiations with individual 
residents.” 

James Greilsheimer, an attorney representing 
the owners at 636 Pacific St., also declined to 
comment. 

Prospect Heights Councilwoman Letitia 
James, an outspoken opponent of the project, 
said she found the gag order “very troubling.” 

“This project is not a done deal, money can 
not buy love from the entire community,” said 
James, adding, “Unless he’s willin g to have a di- 
alogue with the larger community, he is going to 
continue to face roadblocks.” 


Planning panel OKs D'town Plan

A plan to turn Down- 
town Brooklyn into a com- 
mercial and retail hub with 
soaring office towers mov- 
ed one step closer to reality 
this week. 

The City Planning Commis- 
sion approved the $100 million 
Downtown Brooklyn Plan Mon- 
day. The rezoning and urban re- 
newal plan calls for the construc- 
tion of 6.7 million square feet of 


office space, 1 million square feet 
of retail space, 1,000 units of 
housing and 2,500 parking spaces. 

As part of the Downtown 
Plan, the government would also 
condemn seven acres of private 
land including 130 residential 
units, and 100 businesses. 

The City Planning commis- 
sioners modified the plan some- 
what, removing from it an archi- 
tectural design college at the 
comer of Flatbush Avenue and 
Willoughby Street, which was to 
have been demolished to create a 


better sight-line from Flatbush Av- 
enue to a planned public square. 

The commission also cut out a 
portion of the plan area that over- 
laps with developer Brace Rat- 
ner’s Atlantic Yards development, 
a triangular lot at the intersection 
of Flatbush and Atlantic avenues 
where Ratner would build the 
tallest of his Frank Gehry-de- 
signed towers, a 620-foot-tall sky- 
scraper that would be the tallest 
building in the borough. 

And the commissioners ex- 
cluded two buildings on Liv- 


ingston Street near Hanover 
Place, where Long Island Univer- 
sity is looking to build additional 
clai n In another modifica- 
tion, any development on the site 
at Boeram Place and Fulton 
Street — which is targeted by the 
plan for high-rise development — 
will now have to include 100,000 
square feet of higher education 
space. The site, owned by Brook- 
lyn Law School, is across the 
street from the college. 

While all 13 commissioners 
voted for the plan, some ex- 


pressed concerns about traffic, 
infrastructure, affordable housing 
and the use of eminent domain 
to seize private property. 

Downtown Brooklyn Council- 
man David Yassky said he sup- 
ports the plan but is concerned 


about traffic and open space. 

“I still think there are gaps to 
be filled,” Yassky said. 

The application now goes be- 
fore the City Council, which has 
60 days to hold pubic hearings 
and vote on the plan. 


CB2 votes against new 
hi-rise planned for DUMBO

Community Board 2 
this week rejected a plan 
by real estate developer 
David Walentas to build a 
16-story residential build- 
ing in DUMBO that would 
block views of the iconic 
Brooklyn Bridge. 

At a community board 
committee meeting earlier this 
month, residents had slammed 
the plan because the proposed 
building, which would rise at 
the comer of Water and Dock 
streets, would obstruct views 
of the 121-year-old span. 

The committee voted to 
disapprove the application and 
this week the full community 
board followed their lead, vot- 
ing down the proposal 39-0 
with one member abstaining. 

The proposed 178-foot-tall 
residential and commercial 
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building, which would rise at 
38 Water St., which is now 
home to the single-story St. 
Ann’s Warehouse, would in- 
clude 200 apartments. 

The plan also calls for

8,000 square feet of retail 
space along Water Street, an 
8,000-square-foot perform- 
ance space that would be rent- 
ed to a non-profit arts group 
and a 327-space public park- 
ing garage with an entrance 
and exit along Front Street. 

As part of the proposal Wa- 
lentas, principal owner of Two 
Trees Management, is also 


seeking to knock down a four- 
story, red-brick building — 
which is listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

That building currently 
houses the Smack Mellon Stu- 
dios art gallery. 

Because the area is current- 
ly zoned for manufacturing, 
Walentas needs a variance 
from the city, which requires 
that it pass the city’s rigorous 
Uniform Land Use Review 
Procedure (ULURP). 

“We’re glad CB2 voted not 
to recommend it, but we still 
recognize that we still have 
quite a fight ahead of us as the 
proposal winds its way 
through ULURP,” said DUM- 
BO Neighborhood Associa- 
tion President Nancy Webster. 

Jed Walentas. a principal of 
Two Trees Management, said 
they were not planning on 
scaling back the project.

A new job training center in Downtown Brooklyn 
aims to place local residents in jobs at the new 
Atlantic Terminal mall, which is slated to open this 
summer. 

The Brooklyn Workforce 1 Career Center, at 9 Bond St., will 
help train and place job seekers with employers at the mall. 

Eight hundred jobs are expected to become available at the five- 
story, 340,000-square-foot shopping center above the Atlantic Av- 
enue subway and commuter rail hub at Flatbush Avenue. The mall 
will house 30 stores including Target, Starbucks, Red Lobster, Bath 
& Body Works, and Chuck E. Cheese. 

“This will make a big difference,” said Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg, who visited the center Wednesday afternoon. 

The Brooklyn location is the fourth one-stop center to open in 
New York City. 

Borough President Marty Markowitz and City Council mem- 
bers Letitia James and David Yassky all praised the center and said 
it will help local residents get the jobs they need. 

The center is operated by the Department of Small Business 
Services, the state Department of 
Labor and the City University of 
New York. 

The New York City Sales and 
Service Training Partnership and 
the National Retail Federation are 
partnering with the center to help 
local community-based organiza- 
tions assess, train and place job 
seekers at the new mall. 

Asked about the number of 
employees that would be hired 
through the center, Robert 
Walsh, city commissioner of 
Small Businesses Services, said 
there was no clear number but 
they expected at least half. 

The Atlantic Terminal build- 
ing sits on a 3.6-acre lot — bor- 
dered by Flatbush Avenue, At- 
lantic Avenue, Fort Greene Place 
and Hanson Place — at the 
nexus of Fort Greene, Park 
Slope and Boeram Hill. 

The Bank of New York has 
leased 320,000 square feet, or 80 
percent, of the office space in the 
building.

Currently zoned for manufacturing, the Watchtower Society 
originally planned a printing facility for the site and even began 
demolition that has left a gaping hole there for the past 12 years. 

But the organization this year shifted its printing facilities 
90 miles outside the city to upstate Wallkill, N. Y. 

At a special presentation to the DUMBO Neighborhood As- 
sociation Tliesday night, Watchtower Society officials unveiled 
renderings for the 1,000 units of housing divided between four 
buildings of 20, 18, 16 and 14 stories. The tallest building 
would reach 220 feet. 

The plans also include a three-story assembly hall with a seat- 
ing capacity of 2,500, a 1,600-person dining facility and an 
1,100-space underground parking garage. 

The site has raised concerns among its potential DUMBO 
neighbors who claim the project is out of scale with the rest of 
the neighborhood and will create a “dead zone” because it does 
not include any retail space at the street level. 

“At this point we’re waiting to see the final application,” said 
Nancy Webster, president of the DUMBO Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation, which wants the bulk and height of the project scaled 

Councilman David Yassky, whose district includes the site, said 
this week he also had some reservations about the development. 

“My main focus is upgrading infrastructure,” said Yassky, who 
wants the Watchtower Society to contribute to the cost of fixing 
up the desolate York Street subway station. 

A group of residents even created 85jaystreet.org to keep each 
other informed about the development. 

In an attempt to ease some of the local concern, the Watchtow- 
er Society made minor modifications, including adding entrance- 
ways and situating the main entrance on Jay Street across from 
the York Street F-line subway station, which neighbors have long 
considered isolated and unsafe. 

Keith Cady, an architect and volunteer for the Watchtower So- 
ciety, said they were looking to “help animate the streetscape” by 
adding many entrances to their buildings. 

“We don’t want this as a barren or foreboding facade,” he said. 

In an attempt to blend in with the old industrial character of 
DUMBO, architects Beyer, Blinder, Belle — famed for their ren- 
ovation of Grand Central Station — will use brick similar to 
some of the smaller buildings in the area. 

No vehicular entrances will be included on Jay Street to keep 
a clear path from the subway station to the new Brooklyn Bridge 
Park along the waterfront. 

Fielding concerns about street activity, Devine noted the a new Je- 
hovah’s Witness visitors’ center would also be included at street lev- 
el.

no perfect place to site anything.” 

Ikea has promised to open up the hiring process to residents in Red 
Hook’s 11231 ZIP code two weeks before any other applications are 
collected, although they say federal law prohibits them from promising 
that any percentage of those jobs will be held for Red Hook residents. 

Opponents of the plan, largely residents who live outside the 
housing projects, fear traffic will destroy the neighborhood. At 
Thursday’s meeting they objected to turning the area into a “subur- 
ban-style strip mall.” 

“I’m not against Ikea, I’m just against Ikea where people five,” 
said Cheryl Stewart, who moved to Coffey Street five years ago. 

Steward said the traffic would clog streets and equated Ikea’s traf- 
fic mitigation plans to “putting a Band-Aid on a gunshot wound.” 

Brothers Ray and Earl Hall, founders of Red Hook Rise, a non- 
profit youth empowerment organization, say their organization 
helped drive down crime rates, which in turn attracted new resi- 
dents to the area. 

“We fought to bring crime down and now we’re fighting to bring 
economic development,” said Earl Hall. 

Hall says the Ikea proposal has only worsened growing tensions 
in the community. 

While Ikea submitted plans to the city earlier this month, kicking 
off a seven-month city review process, a Baltimore-based develop- 
er has his eye on the 22-acre former New York Shipyard site. 

Bill Straever, president of Straever Bros. Eccles & Rouse (SBER) 
— a development company known for adaptive reuse projects — has 
put together a plan for a sprawling, 70-acre, retail residential and com- 
mercial development that would include the New York Shipyard site. 

Streuver said they would also salvage a dozen buildings, some 
dating back to the Civil War, that Ikea would raze to make way for 
the home furnishings store. 

But Bloomberg on Wednesday dismissed the proposal saying 
that nobody has come up with “any realistic alternative” to Ikea. 

“There’s always competing uses and in the case of that space no- 
body has for a long time come up with any realistic alternative,” he said. 

Ikea has been in contract for the site for the past two years. That 
deal is contingent on Ikea gaining city land use approval. 

Responding to community concerns, Ikea has also included in 
the project a 6.2-acre waterfront esplanade, a public pier and a 
“green” roof with solar energy panels. 

Ikea plans to build 1,400 parking spaces and would ran weekend 
ferry service to the store from Lower Manhattan. 

In order to construct the public esplanade Ikea must obtain a tidal 
wetlands permit from the state. That permit application is not part of 
the city review process, according to Jesse Masyr, an attorney for Ikea. 

More than 70,000 square feet of additional retail and restaurant 
space would also be included along the waterfront. 

The CB6 committee is expected to render a recommendation at 
its next meeting on May 27. The plan will likely go before Commu- 
nity Board 6 for a full board vote on June 9. The application then 
goes to Borough President Marty Markowitz for review, followed 
by the City Planning Commission and then City Council.

Denise Koster, who lives in 
Bay Ridge. “They’re provid- 
ing a wonderful service and 
everyone is pleased with the 
level of professionalism. 

“But we all feel very tentative 
of the overall level of commit- 
ment by lawmakers and the boat 
services to keep this service 
alive at a time when the waters 
should be used to their fullest,” 
she added. 

When NY Water Taxi took 
over the route from New York 
Waterway, approximately 1,400 
passengers boarded from the 
Sunset Park pier each day, ac- 
cording to Stacey Sherman, a 
spokeswoman for NY Water 
Taxi. By April, just before they 
allotted the service to T.W.F.M, 
service had shrunk to 425 pas- 
sengers. Earlier this month, rid- 
ership had dipped further, to 404 
passengers. 

“It was always with the un- 
derstanding that commuters 
could support the Brooklyn 
Army Terminal,” said Sher- 
man. “We’re very grateful for 
the people that use the service, 
but ridership is down.” 


Had it not made changes, 
said Tom Fox, president of NY 
Water Taxi, the Red Hook- 
based company would stand to 
lose about $300,000 annually. 

Fox said that in addition to 
recent promotional efforts to 
draw new customers, including 
an unlimited two-day pass, the 
new service in Bay Ridge 
would be a boon for Brooklyn. 
Additionally, a new billboard 
in Times Square will be raised 
in June and free rides were 
handed out to mothers for 
Mother’s Day, said Sherman. 

“We’re happy to be working 
with our loyal customers, elect- 
ed officials and T.W.F.M Ferry, 
a member of the New York Wa- 
ter Taxi Alliance, to expand wa- 
terborne transportation options 
for Brooklyn residents,” Fox 
said in a prepared statement. 
“Adding a stop at 69th Street to 
the Brooklyn Army Terminal 
route will help to make this im- 
portant Brooklyn run viable.” 

Sherman echoed Fox’s state- 
ment, but stressed that it was 
only a preliminary plan, which 
would need to be approved by 
the city Economic Develop- 


ment Corporation before mov- 
ing forward. Quaglione said that 
Golden would also discuss 
plans with the Department of 
Transportation, which oversees 
ferry transportation. 

“I think it’s feasible,” said 
Quaglione, who added that 
Golden would be meeting 
with NY Water Taxi officials 
again in the coming weeks. 
“Having another pickup point 
would help to keep it going.” 

Residents in Sunset Park and 
Bay Ridge who routinely use 
the service at the Brooklyn 
Army Terminal argue that the 
reduced schedule has put them 
in an uncomfortable position. 
Where once ferries departed at 
8:15 am, now riders expected 
to be at work by 9 am are faced 
with leaving at either 8 am or 
8:40 am — either too early or 
too late, some charge. 

Terri Roth, a city employee, 
has been a customer since July, 
when she decided to give up 
subway travel for the aquatic 
life. But Roth, who lives in 
Bay Ridge, said the new 
schedule leaves her with few 
options for getting to Pier 1 1 in 


Lower Manhattan at a desir- 
able time. While she concedes 
that the new service has its 
plusses — coffee and donuts, a 
friendly staff and a clean ferry 
— the schedule, she said, could 
use improvement. 

“You have to come into the 
city earlier,” Roth said of the 
15-minute boat ride from Sun- 
set Park to Lower Manhattan. 
“There’s no way you can take 
the 8:40 and make it to work 
by 9 am.” 

Koster, who began using 
the free service following the 
attacks on the World Trade 
Center on Sept. 11, 2001, and 
has continued as a paying cus- 
tomer, said that NY Water 
Taxi officials should be doing 
everything in their power to 
stave off future decline at the 
pier. She claims to have col- 
lected the names of more than 
100 other riders with similar 
complaints as hers, which in- 
clude the reduction of service 
and ferries as well as a mini- 
mal publicity effort. 

“Expanding the service and 
building it, it’s a growth thing, 
that’s the core of it for every- 
one,” said Koster. We’d like to 
see it as something that we 
can all count on as opposed to 
something we’re expecting to 
be taken away from us.”
